A REAR END COLLISION. 


Narrow Escape From a Terrible Acosdent 
on the Missouri Pacific. 


A wreck that was disastrous only in its con- 
sequences to the property of the company oc- 
curred onthe Missouri Pacific Railway at a 
station called Valley Park, nineteen and a half 
miles west of St. Louis at about II o’clock 
last evening. Only four persons were 


hurt, the most serious injury being to a pe 
senger named McAllister, who was slightly 
hurt aboutthe back. The fourth section of 
train No. 8 left the Union Depot at 10:25 

— aoe minutes late, and was 
vetained at Valley Creek Station for orders. 
The regular Texas train, which leaves at 10:80 
p. m., crashed into the rear end of the train 
and completely demolished two reclining- 
chair oars which had been devoted to 
local traffic and were consequently ompty 
The wreck took fire and was completely 
burned up, gpd with it the depot buildings. 
From a gen@enran who thoroughly explored 
the w is 8 a Fosr-DisrATOR 
reporter gleaned the following p ulars: 
The wrecked train left the Union Depo drawn 
by engine 279 and in charge of Conductor Raw- 
don. The train was the fourth section of No. 
and pulled out forty-five minutes late 
and made numerous stops at local 
pean Se accommodate those who were re- 
urning from the Trade’s Display Pageant. 
These passengers occupied the last two 
coaches, Horton reclining chair cars, which 
were empty when the train stopped at Valley 
Park Station In obedience to signals. A report

rear end lights of the train were lost or had

slightiy. A Mr. McAllister was bruised 
about the back, and another passenger, 
whose name could not be learned, had a finger 
broken. The wreck took fire immediately 
and both the wrecked cars were burned com- 
poetely ; also the depot buildings. A wreck- 
ng train was sent out immediately on 
receipt of the news at this point, and 
Dr. Outen and a corps of surgeons went to the 
scene of the wreck, but finding their services 
unnecessary they returned immediately. The 
uninjured portion of the train was sent on 
with all on board, and the Texas train waited 
for — wreck to burn out and for anew 
engine. 

Superintendent Dickinson of the Missouri 
Pacific system corroborated the foregoing 
facts, and added that the wreck was due to the 
failure of the crew of the forward train to 
send back a flagman to warn the Texas Ex- 
prone. Mr. Dickinson could not place any

The Volunteer Wins the 
Second Race Sailed 
To-Day. 


Bad Weather and a Dense Fog Prevent Per- 
fect Observation of the Race—The Yachts 
Show Up in Good Shape—A Good Start 
Made—The Yankee Takes the Lead and 
Holds It te the Finish—Excitement at 
Glasgow—Large Sums Wagered on the 
Thistle. 


New York, September 30.—Another attempt 
wili be made to-day to sail the second race 
between the Volunteer andthe Thistle. The 
outlook is not favorable for a race of any | 
kind, much less a race that will really test the 
two boats. A heavy fog covers everything 
along the coast and rain falls almost con- 
tinuously. The wind is stronger than it was 
yesterday, and were it not forthe fog a fine 
race could be sailed. The time for the start 
from the lightship is 10:30, The Thistle an- 
chored at night in the Horse Shoe,and shortly 
after 9 o'clock passed by the Hook on its way 
to the lightship. The Volunteer is also 
on its way to the starting point. The weather 
has had the effect of driving away from the 
excursion steamers all but very enthusiastic 
yachtsmen. There will be fewer excursion 
boats on the course than ever before, and no 
trouble will be caused by them. Reporting 
the race will be a difficult matter, as there is 
no spot on dry land where the course can be 
seen, 80 it will be bard to tell what the yachts 
do, as the course will be twenty miles straight 
out to sea and return. The Associated Press 
tug, which will follow the racers, is well sup- 
plied with carrier pigeons, but they are un- 
reliable birds in a heavy fog. 

BAD WEATHER, BUT GOOD WIND. 

HIGHLANDS, September 30, 8:55.—The 
weather this morning is even worse than yes- 
terday. Within the past two hours a heavy 
fog has fallen, completely shutting the water 
from view. There is a little wind overhead 
from the East. Very few think there 
can be a races. The Thistle is at 
the Hook, but the Volunteer has not yet come 
down. 

9:38 a. m.—Raining heavily. Wind is 
increasing rapidly. It is now blowing twenty 
miles an hour and is shifting. The indications 
are that it will veer around to northeast. 
The wind appeare to atiffen rapidly, 
There now appears to be some chance of the 
fog lifting. 

THE STARTING SIGNAL FIRED. 

10:42 a. m.—The preparatory gun was 
fired at 10:32 and the starting signal has 
just been fired.’ Ti yachts are now maneu- 
vering for a start. The wind is fifteen 
miles—east. Fog is lifting. The Volunteer is 
now going out past the Hook, and a start will 
soon be made. The wind is now 14 
miles. There is a heavy sea on. 

CROSSED THE LINE. 

10:50 a. m.—The yachts crossed the line 
about 10:48. The haze prevents close observa- 
tion, but the Volunteer seemed to haveaslight 
lead, though both boats are very close to- 
gether. They are going very fast, close- 
hauled with booms to port. 

IN A MIST. * 

10:55.—The Electra signalled for the start to 

make the course east by north. As the yachts 
crossed the line the Thistle was seen to be to 
windward. They are heading east- 
northeast, sailing on a course laid to- 
wards Far Rockaway. The Volunteer is 
out-pointing the Scotchman. They have be- 
come very indistinct objects on the misty 
horizon,and will soon disappear from view 
unless the fog clearsaway. ‘Their relative po- 
sitions were unchanged when last seen, being 
only about five hundred yards apart. 

WE LEAD! 

SANDY HOOK, 11:10 a. m.—The Volunteer, 
after the start, beat to windward in great 
style and through the drifting fog could be 
seen gaining on the Scotch cutter. Ten 
minutes after the start ane was well to wind- 
ward, and was pulling away from the Thistle. 
The wind is from the east-northeast, and 
blowing at the rate of twenty-four miles an 
hour. The yachts are now out of sight. 

OUT OF SIGHT. 

HIGHLANDS, 11:50 a. m.—The yachts are out 
ofsight. When last seen they were heading 
east- northeast and going very rapidiy. The 
gap was widening a little in favor of the Yan- 
kee. The wind still holds east and blows 
steadily about twenty to twenty-five miles an 
hour.

LOFG BEACH, September30, 11:45 a. m.—The 
yachts are in sight, heading this way. The 
signals cannot be distinguished. They are all 
bunched, 

THE VOLUNTEER GOING IT.

MAKE 
SWEEP IN FLORIDA. 


A Great Surprise for the Liquor Men—The 
Wet Crowd Caught Napping — Returns 
Coming in Slowly—Prohibition Defeated 
in Tennessee — The Majority From 15,000 
te 20,000. 1 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTor. 
TALLAHASSER, Fia., September 30.—From 
Columbia and Bahar Counties on the north, 
through Suwance, Olay, Alachua, Marion, 
Orange and Sumter to Levy on the Gulf, and 
to Brevard on the Atiantie, the sale of liquor 
is now prohibited, with a half a dozen elec- 
tions on hand and more in prospect. This 
practical sweep of the State by the Prohibi- 
tionists has been as unexpected as it is com- 
plete, mixing up not only the political par- 
ties, but wiping out the color line in such a 
manner as to work confusion tothe slate- 
makers. That prohibition would ever be 
reached in this State was never seriously con- 
sidered. The natives are so far ro- 
moved from the current movements in 
the North that they were not 
snpposed to take much interest in it. The 
negroes have not been in the habit of training 
with white leaders. The great travel from the 
North suggested the advisability of keeping 
well-stocked bar - rooms, that as much money 
as possible might be retained here. The tem- 
perance workers were unknown and without 
influence, and when they sought such legisla - 
tion as would permit elections by local option 
for the suppression of the liquor traffic, it was 
not only readily granted as the easiest method 
of getting rid of them, but the prohibition 
workers were permitted to frame their own 
law. This. as will be seen later on, is the 
cause of wailing andgnashing of teeth among 
the liquor men to-day. In half a dozen 
counties elections were brought on under the 
local option law, and white men and 
women prayed in the colored churches 
in this land, forgetful of bitter hatred 


between the races engaged during the Tilden 
campaign of 1876. The negroes were at first 
amazed, and then amazement turned to pleas- 
ure when they found that their votes were 
wanted by the whites. Colored men of prom- 
inence were appealed to to take their stand, 
not by, but as members of the better 
olasses. In other worde the idea was care- 
fully spread that the Lord hath made his 
people one. The liquor men relied on the 
want of interest among the natives, the 
‘‘OUPIDITY OF THE YANKEE SETTLERS,’’ 
and the well-known love of the negro for 
liguor. They introduced the Texas letter of 
Jefferson Davis to Influence the ex-Confed- 
erates, but this was off-seu by a letter written 
by Mr. Davis to a friend in Hamilton unty, 
in which he declared that, while posed 
to State prohibition, he believed in 
the right of every community acting for itself 
to remove nuisances and to promote local or- 
der. As the elections pass off one by one, 
the liquor men were treated to a series of sffr- 
prises. Alachua Oounty, a second Congo 
region, went dry by a clear negro majority. 
Orange County, the great center of northern 
migration, voted to keep liquor out. The ex- 
Confederates of Santa Rosa and Franklin 
found room under Jefferson Davis’ local op- 
tion letter to save their State rights scruples 
while running what the preachers character- 
ized as the ‘‘rum devil.’ Up to date fifteen 
elections have been held, and of these twelve 
will have voted dry. Three counties failed to 
give a dry majority, and it was here that 
the liquor men found how badiy they had 
been euchred by tke Prohibitionists in 
the framing of the law. The act provides that 
one-fourth of the voters of a county, by peti- 
tion to the commissioners, can have an elec- 
tion within thirty days. When such an 
election is held, it 16 Oy districts. If the 
county should go. wet and but ome or two dis- 
tricts jshould happen to vote dry, they are so 
declared, notwithstanding the general result 
in the county. On the other hand, if the 
county should go dry and several wet, the 
rule is reversed and the wet districts are de- 
clared dry. This makes the prohibition cause 
an ever-increasing factor. It can always win, 
but never lose. 
OTHER ELECTIONS 

are rapidly coming on. Hillsboro County 
will vote to-day and it is a foregone conclus- 
ion that the Prohibitionists will win. Petitions 
for an election are being circulated in the 
county in which St. Augustine is situated, and 
the old Spanish stronghold will have to sur- 
render to the ideas of New Engiand. In many 
other counties petitions are being signed rap- 
idly, so that when the winter is over it is con- 
fidently expected that nine-tenths of Florida 
willbe as dry as a whistle. The last great 
fight will be in Jacksonville, but the Prohibi- 
tionists will win. This is owing to a variety of 
causes. The liquor element in Jacksonville is 
strong and influential, but it has played a 
disastrous part in local politics and people 
there will vote for anything which will crip- 
ple the enemy. When Jacksonville shall have 
been reduced, Florida will still be marshv 
enough, but exceedingly dry to the man who 
wants a drink.

CHAMBERLAIN UNDERTAKES A HOPELESS 
ANTI-@LADSTONIAN TASK. 


His Speech at Birm)ngham—The New Under 
Secretary for Ireland—A Sensatienal 
Article—The Franco-German Frontier 
Trouble—Negotiations for More Friendly 
Relations—Disastrous Forest Fires Near

Lonpoxr, September %8.—Chamberiain’s 
speech at Birmingham shows that he is again 
on a hopelessly anti-Gladstonian task. His 
personal animosity to Gladstone is proved 
by his hint that it was Gladstone 
who prevented him from carrying his 
merchant shipping bill. In reality, the bill 
was lost through Chamberlain’s bad tactics, 
and his inability to conciliate hostile opinion. 
If he had been wise, the bill might have 
been carried. It was only when 
the opposition grew overwhelming that 
Gladstone, as Prime Minister, was obliged to 
ask Chamberlain to drop it. It was a curious 
feature of his speech that not a word 
was said about coercion. The evidence 
about the Mitchellistown affair has compelled 
Ohamberiain to modify his first attitude 
towards the affair and speak with regret of the 
innocent men who were slaughtered. Cham- 
berlain will now be able to sit on the tack the 
Orangeman desire, but his influence is still 
and grows smaller. 

SIR WEST RIDGEWAY. 

The new Under Secretary for Ireland, Sir 
West Ridgeway, late head of the Afghan 
Boundary Commission, is a good soldier and 
liberal-minded man. Most people are inclined 
to sympathize with him over his appointment.

At Pembroke, 100 miles in 
one direction, and at Montreal, 100 miles in the 
other, the smoke is reported to be worse than 
at Ottawa. The losses, not only of timber but 
to the farms, are enormous and will probably 
reach $500,000. Heavy rain has never been 
more needed in Canada than now. 

THE BUSH FIRES. 

QuEeBEc, September 80.—The smoke from 
the bush fires was even more dense yesterday 
than on any day since they originated. The 
steamer Oregor, due here Wednesday, has 
not arrived yet on account of the smoke. 
Navigation is practically suspended between 
here and Montreal while reports from the 
East say that navigation is too dangerous to 
be practicable.

How Mr. Gould’s Alleged Depot In- 
jures St. Louis. 


Visitors Who Will Not See Their Trunks 
For a Month. 


Barrels Full of Baggage-Checks at the 
Depot With Nobody to “Sort” Them— 
G. A. R. Visitors Whe Arrived on Sunday 
and Who Are Yet Vainly Hunting Their 
Baggage—Tranks Piled in Huge Stacks 
at the Depot—All Confusion and Ne 
Satisfaction—The Hotel Proprietors Com- 
plain—The Splendid Depot Facilities 
Which Mr. Gould Provides for St. Louis 


and Ite Visitors. 


While the citizens of St. Louis were making 
every preparation for the entertainment and 
care of visitors to the Grand Army of the Re- 
public Encampment, the Union Depot people 
were making no preparations for the care of 
the crowds and baggage that would pour into 
that collection of sheds. 

Not one change was made in the arrange- 
ments for the arrival and departure of trains, 
nor for the reception and forwarding of bag- 
2 miserable corrugated iron roofs which 
surmount wooden posts, and so form what is 
by courtesy and custom called a depot, have 
not been supplied with an additional streak of 
paint to render them more cheerful. 

Until the sheds and warehouses were packed 
full of baggage no additional helpers were put 
to work relieving them of their contents, and 
then such helpers! Freight handlers and men 
who knew nothing of the care or disposition of 
baggage. As train after train arrived, bring- 
ing hundreds of trunks and hundreds of 
people, the crush grew greater, but the facili- 
ties for handling the crowd or the baggage 
were not increased. 

The Union Depot Oompany have depended 
upon the elty so long to furnish its policemen 
forthe service of depot attendants that it 
awaited calmly the increase of that force. 
There was a limit to the increase, as there 
were not enough men, even with specials, to 
cover the city and then do the service the 
Union Depot Company should be reasonably 
expected to have performed by paid attend- 
ants. 

Whenthe departures beganto crow heavy 
the railroad companies increased their trains, 
and being unable to get their various sections 


down to the crowd on the usual track backed |; 
in where they could. Had there been any 


public spirit among the omelalt ot the Union 
Depot Company some device would have 
been adopted for letting the crowd know 
where these trains could befound and to as- 
sist persons in reaching trains. 

No device was adopted, no convenience was 
suggested, the whole work of putting the 


people on their trains was performediby pelice- 


men under the most disadvantageous circum- 
stances. 

Never has that depot shown to such frig ht 
ful disadvantage. Never has the need for 
another depot been so fearfully imperative. 

There is more baggage atthe Union Depot 
now than there has ever been before. It is 
probable that no other depot in this country 
ever saw such a collection of trunks as 
are now in the drained valley of 
Chouteau’s pond. Visitors have been in the 
city a week without being able to look at the 
outside of their trunks. They have in many 
instances been forced to wear on all occasions 
the clothing they wore when traveling, unless 
new dresses or suits were purchased in the 
city. 

This blockade of baggage andthe wretched 
lack of facilities for the handling of passen- 
ger business has irreparably damaged St. 
Louis. Damaged her in spite of all the efforts 
of her public-spirited citizens to make the 
Twenty-first Encampment ofthe G. A. R. the 
most praiseworthy of a long list of successful 
national gatherings within her boundaries. 

Damaged by the selfishness of grasping 
Gould. 

Many mothers in the crushing crowds that 
have fought their way to trains have carried 
infants wearing the same garments they had 
on when leaving home, because 
the trunks containing other clothing 
could not be found. Checks given the Trans- 
fer Company had been returned to them as 
the company could not find the baggage, such 
is the confusion. 

Under every shed, between the all tracks, are 
heaps of trunks, tin, zinc, leather and paper 
trunks, packing cases and Saratogas—all 
piled up to the roofs, exposed on two sides to 
the wet, and labeled in some instances with 
the name ot the road from which the pile 
came. 

THREE BAGGAGE WAREROOMS 
are crowded, the check-room and all the 
space on the platform about it is 
filled with trunks. There is not 
even a roof over the trunks on this plat- 
form, nothing to protect them from the rain. 
The heap extends from the check-room atthe 
Eleventh street entrance to the eastern 
end of the depot—below Tenth street. 
Hundreds of people visit the place daily and 
make inquiriesfor their baggage. They are 
told to go through the pile and hunt up their 
trunks. It they are people of extraordihary 
perseverance they may look through the lot 
on the platform, but few after they finish 
that task have the courage let 
to attempt to g0 through the 
warehouses. They nearly all find their 


search fruitiess, as in the frightful mass of 
trunks they may pass their own several times 
without seeing it. Every morning, every 
afternoon and 8 * people may be seen 
looking through © baggage in search of 
some missing trunk. m. M. Steele, the 
Ba Master, is on a constant go from 
early morning until late at night, and almost 
the entire freight house force of the Union 
Depot Company in addition to his regular 
men have been put on as help. Still there is 
such mixture and chaos there that their 
efforts have scarcely any visible effects, and 
the pile of trunks and satehels remains as great 


as ever.

WHAT CAUSED IT. 

An official connected with the Union Depot 
Company explained the blockade thusly: 

The rush came upon us a little quicker 

somewhat greater than 
cted. We had been fitting up 
ht warehouses for baggage-rooms, 
but before they were re the rush came, We 
had to drop our preparations and commence 
immediately to stow baggage in the places. 
Once started it came with a mighty rush and 
kept crowding us. What made matters worse 
ig that the regular through travel, which is 
always heavy at this timeof the year, has 
been unusually so this ear; infact, 
enormous, and it kept up all the time while 
the G. A. K. was arriving. But even then we 
would have got 1 all right were it not for 
the rain. That is what knocked us. 
I baggage, which we would or- 
dinar! have left on the platform, we 
had to put in the freight-houses to save it 
from being damaged. There it became mixed 
with the other baggage, and as the stuff still 
poured in upon us all became confusion and 
chaos. The rush of travel has still kept UP 
and of course we have been able to make lit- 
tle headway in getting away the Ne- To 
make matters worse the depot nlat forms have 
been so constantly jammed with people that it 
bas been next to im ible to get about, and 
we have not been abie to do nearly as much 
work as we otherwise could. Those people 
once out ot town, we can clear the place rap- 
idly aud get things into proper working order. 
We have men enough, but our facilities other- 
wise are a little cramped.’’ 

‘*‘Is there any wey in which so much bag- 

gage could be properly handled?’’ 
i we had everything as we would like we 
could handle all this paggage as eusily as we 
could a truck-load, but it would require plenty 
of room and help. There would have to be an 
enormous baggage-room with a division 
for each road which enters the de- 
pot. All the baggage of the various 
roads could then be placed in their respective 
divisions and arranged according to number. 
When aman came in and asked for his trunk 
it couid be told at a glance whether it was 
there, and if he took it the number could be 
stricken off the list of the inan in charge of the 
room. There would have to a man in 
oh of each room to attend to the baggage 
of that one road. In this way everything 
would move as nicely as clock-work, and 
there would never be any confusion or mixt 
ure. 

Superintendent E. G. T pson could not 
be seen at his office, his s informing call- 
ers he would net bein to-day, but might be 
found on the platform. The police on the 
platform had not seen him there this morning. 

General Baggage-Master Huntington of the 
O. & A. got in from Chicago Tuesday morning, 
and said that no baggage would be unloaded 
from his road until the muddle is straightened 
out. Several O. A. cars are now in the 
depot unloaded.

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CROWDS LAST NIGHT, 


Struggles of Passengers Through the Crush 
at the Union Depot. 


Last night at the Union Depot was almost a 
repetition of Wednesday. There was another 
rush, crush and jam, and another scene of 
confusion. With the exception of the previous 
night it was the greatest throng ever witnessed 
there. Many thought the crowd fully as great 
as that of Wednesday evening. There were 
not as Many annoyances as on the previous 


night, and there was less swearing 
among the men. It was an awful 
crush, however, and many ople 
who went to the depot with the intention of 
departing were unable to find or reach their 
trains in time. Again @Qhe crowd extended 
from Twelfth street down to below Eleventh 
overflowed the wait rooms and spread al 
over the platforms. ere was the same forc- 
ing, jostling and shoving as on the previous 
night, and every time a train backed In there 
was a terrible jam in the immediate vicinity, 
caused by the yy being forced to clear the 
track on whichitcamein. It was next to im- 
possible for one to force his way through the 
crowd and at times was utterly impossi- 
ble. Once for a period of about twen- 
ty minutes when the crowd was 
at its height the people were at a dead stand- 
still. They could not move one way or the 
other. Of course those who were on the out- 
skirts of the throng could get about, but those 
who were in its center were at a dead halt. 
They had to remain just where they were and 
await the slow advance ofthe crowd. People 
were swarming into trains like bees, but the 
throng was so enormous that hundreds had to 
leave it before there was any visible difference 
in ita size. One veteran who had gone down 
with the intention of leaving, sized np the 
crowd, and then turned on his Heel aad walked 
back, remarking: ‘‘I would rather waita week 
than to live in that kind of a crowd. 

All the roads again took enormous trains, 
and many of them ran extra sections. 
r in the center ot the depot was not 

locked up for more than a few minutes at a 
time. The blocking up of thie space by a train 
for abouta half hour Wednesday night was 
what caused the terrible crush and suffering 
experienced that evening, and wasthe means 
of making many people miss theirtrains. This 
morning the departures were again enor- 
mous and the crowd at the depot very large. 
Fair visitors are commencing to come in too, 
and several small groups of people arrived 
this morning who evidently came here 
to see the Great Fair. It will be an 
impossibility for all the Grand Army visitors 
to get away by to-morrow night, when Presi- 
dent Cleveland reaches here. His arrival will 
cause another rush of people tothe city, and 
this rush will not end until after the Fair, so 
that the present enormous travel will have 
lasted, all told, fully two weeks. There will 
be more confusion and jams at the 
depot, and the baggage mixture is 
apt to last until some days after 
everything is over. The harm that the city 
has been done by the poor handling of pas- 
sengers and their baggage at the Union Depot 
is incalculable, and itis veryaptto keep big 
conventions from ever gathering here, or peo- 
ple from coming as plentifully as they have in 
the past to things which do occur here. 


At the Hotels. 


The Lindell Hotel has been especially fortu- 
nate this week. Maj. Chassaing,the manager, 
said this morning: We have had no trouble 
about baggage. There has been son delay, and 
one piece could not be found immediately, but 
it was turned up after a search, and the delays 
were not serious. We have been more fortu-

R. P. Tansey, President and Manager of the 
St. Louls Transfer Company, said of that 
company’s share in the situation: The 
Transfer Company’s business isto take pas- 


sengers and baggage to and from the Union 
Depot. The difficulty at present is that lack 
of space at the depot prevents the officials 
there from delivering baggage to the Transfer 
Company with reasonable promptness. This 
company is well equipped for its work, but of 
course cannot remove a trunk from the depot 
until it gets possession of it. 


On Thursday, Friday and Saturday of this 
week there will be on exhibition in our ware- 
rooms on Washington avenue one of the most 
expensive and luxurious carriages ever seen 
in St. Louis, and which is, with slight modifi- 
cations, the same as that used by the Queen of 
England for park driving.

It has been 
purchased by Mr. Jesse Arnot at a cost of 
nearly $2,000, and willbe used by the Presi- 
dent during his visit to St. Louis. 

St. Louis is fortunate in having so enter- 
prising a liveryman as Mr. Arnot, who by his 
liberality and generosity has made it possible 
forthe city to place at the disposal of Mr. 
Cleveland such an elegant equipage.
